BAKED POTATOES. 


The high nutrittve vaiue of baked 
yotatoes lies in the fact that they are 
‘iways cooked in their jackets, In 
this way no starchds lost, and the dry 
1eat of the oven fises it to break 
down into a fine powdery mass, so 

isily digested and so delightful to 
epicurean tastes. Potatoes for bak- 
ing should be smooth, free from dis- 
‘ase, and with a thick russeted skin. 
The favorite type is from six to eight 
inches in length and 2°1-2 inches in 
diameter. Thick, large potatoes 
usually have a watery core and are 
often coarse-grained and lacking in 
flavor, Heat uniform-sized potatoes 
in boiling salted water for ten minutes 
and no longer.

CIVIC HONOR ROLL 


Unveiling Ceremony Will Take Place 
on Tuesday Next—About 425 
Names in List 


The civic honor rou, which has been 
designed and illuminated by the By- 
ron May Co,, is now complete save for 
framing, and forms a very beautiful 
work of art, and, when hung, will 
make a distinctive feature in the civic 
block. 


It was hoped to have had the roll 
ready for council at meeting last 
night, but the framing could not be 


completed in time, and the little cere- 
mony of unveiling the roll will take 
place at the council meeting on Tues- 
day next. 

The roll, which includes something 
like 425 names, is quite a sizeable 
three vellum panels, measuring in all 
piece of work, and is carried out in 
something life 5 feet across and 2 feet 
8 inches in depth, It will be framed 
in mahogany with a gold edging. 
Around is a border of maple leaves, 
picked out in gold, green, red 
purple. Above are the city arms in 
gold, purple, blue and black, and the 
legend, “Roll of Honor. Employees 
of the City of Edmonton enlisted for 
the European War, 1914-——." 

The lettering is carried out in the 
Gothic style in black, and with re- 
gurd to the men, all possible data has 
been included, including the depart- 
ments in which they were formerly 
employed, the date of enlistment, 
battalion, whether they have been 
kille dor wounded, and all other de- 
tails available. - Space has been left 
for 100 more names, 

The designing and illuminating of 
the honor roll has been done by H. 8 
Whitehouse, of the Byron-May Co

Batter Out Victory Over Boston Reds 


In Third Game of the World’s Series’

EW YORK, Oct. 10—Firmly en- 

trenched within their own grounds, 

the Brooklyn Nationals turned 
upon the Boston Americans today and 
wrested victory from the Red Sox by 
a score of 4 to 3 in the third game 
ot the world’s series. 

True to their predictions, the 
perbas, playing at Ebbets Field, proved 
far more formidable than when under 
the spell of Boston's cold disdain. 
Twice deprived of victories after thril- 
ling battles at Braves Field, they fin- 
wily rose in their might this afternoon 
and with the plaudits cf the home fans 
ringing in their ears they batted out 
a victory with savage vigor, swinging 
their bludgeons with such effective- 
ness that neither the pitching staff 
nor the stonewall defense of the Red 
Sox could hold them in check, Hits 
tang off their bats with a snap and 
deadliness of exploding shrapnel, and 
while the invaders made a determined 
resistance they were forced to bow to 
the superior playing of the winners. 

As a result of Brooklyn's triumph, 
their supporters’ joy and hopes reached 
reat heights, and the victory was fol- 
lowed by one of the most extraordin- 
ary celebrations ever seen upon a 
world’s series battlefield. Hardly had 
Stengel clutched Lewis’ towering fly 
for the final out of the game than 
thousands of rooters came pouring on- 
to the diamond and outfields, where 
they appeared to be carried away with 
the enthusiasm of conquest.

| Papineau vs. Bourassa 


Some months ago Capt. Talbot M. 
Papineau, of the overseas forces, a 
cousin of Henri Bourassa, while in hos- 
pital recovering from wounds receiy- 
ed in France addressed an open letter 
to his cousin, in which he set forth in 
forceful and eloquent tanguage his 
view of the duty and interest of the 
French-speaking people of Canada in 
relation to the present war. Extracts 
from Cant. Papineau’s letter were pub- 
lished in the Engtish-speaking press, 
Bourassa addressed a letter in reply 
which was published in full in many 
of the leading Conservative papers. 
This letter contained no argument in 
refutation of what had been said hy 
Papineau. It was confined merely to 
insinuations against his good faith and 
was couched in’ especially insulting 
terms. Capt. Papineau, who in the 
meantime had recovered and returned 
to active service, has written another 
letter. The following extract will show 
‘ust how he regards the present situa- 
tion as affecting his compatriots; and 
Incidentally proves that the heirship 
to the eloquence of the rebel Papineau 
of 1837 rests rather with the loyal 
Papineau of today than with the trai- 
tor Bourassa, Both Papineau and Bou- 
rassa are his grandsons, 

“I venture to think that the 
French-Canadians who haye fought 
and died in Flanders are more truly 
representative of the spirit and am- 
bitions of their race than those who, 
like himself, haye remained in Can- 
ada and refused to share in the glory 
and agony of this our national birth, 
It was as a Canadian that IT appealed 
to him, not as an Imperialist. What- 
ever his theories may be, does he not 
realize that Canada has now irreyoc 
ably set her hand to the plough, and 
will not leave her hold until victory 
is achieved? Why does he make 
her work more difficult? Why does 
he rather not wish to share in our 
achievements? When the glorious 
Gay of victory and peace has come— 
as come it surely will—what will he 
gay tothe Canadian soldiers? | What 
will he say to the proud, sad mothers 
of Canada? 

“This morning I have seen the 22nd 
Battalion march past on their way to 
the battle trenches, light-hearted and 
confident, their bugles ringing clear 
and high. These men, many of 
whom will die within the next 
days, are all French-Canadians. I 
think them better Canadians, better 
Nationalists and more loyal to their 
race and language than the pseudo- 
patriot, Henri Bourassa, comfortably 
self-satisfied in Montreal.”
